SOUTHEND will be better repre¬ 
sented at next year’s Essex Book 
Festival than ever before, its direc¬ 
tor has confirmed. 

Ros Green, who took over the 
festival last year, told the YA that 
Southend would host more events 
in the month-long programme than 
almost anywhere else in the coun¬ 
ty 

Events have also been lined up in 
Basildon, Rayleigh, Canvey Island 
and South Woodham Ferrers. 

She said: “The south of the coun¬ 
ty is extremely well-represented 
this year, I have to say. 

“Southend I see as a really funda¬ 
mental hub for this festival. I know 
it wasn’t like that in the past, but it 
did change last year when I took it 
over. There were 15 events last 
year in the immediate Southend 
area. People in Colchester were 
saying to me, ‘Why is everything 
happening in Southend?”’ 

Ms Green said she had to remain 
tight-lipped until the programme 
launch in January, but did reveal 
details of a weekend-long crime 
fiction event which will take place 


in Southend. On March 5 the Park 
Inn Palace Hotel will host two 
panel discussions about the “gold¬ 
en age of crime fiction”, to mark 
50 years since the death of leg¬ 
endary Essex crime writer 
Margery Allingham. 

The panels will discuss work by 
Mrs Allingham, Agatha Christie 
and Dorothy L. Sayers. 

A third panel discussion on the 
same day will discuss international 
crime writing. 

Panellists from Poland, Sweden 
and Nigeria will join British writ¬ 
ers for the discussion. 

Up the road, at The Forum, the 
Essex Police Museum will be run¬ 
ning detective workshops for chil¬ 
dren. 

In the evening the Palace will 
host screenings of two classic 
crime movies - An Inspector Calls 
from 1954 and 1961’s Murder She 
Said. Viewers will be encouraged 
to attend in fancy dress and sample 
“poison” cocktails. 

On Sunday, March 6 - Mother’s 
Day - the Palace will host a crime¬ 
writing masterclass by Erin Kelly, 
whose novel The Poison Tree, was 
turned into an ITV drama and 
nominated for a CWA Dagger 
Award.

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Hotel collapse probed 

Victorian buiiding caved in suddeniy after the start of renovation work 



THE demolition of Leigh’s historic Bell 
Hotel has been described by Southend 
planners as “devastating” to the town’s 
architectural heritage. 

Southend Council said on Tuesday 
that it was working with the Health and 
Safety Executive (HSE) to investigate 
the collapse of the hotel’s roof a week 
previously. 

Local roads were closed, and the dam¬ 
age resulted in the Victorian building - 
which was being redeveloped into luxu¬ 
ry flats - being demolished. It had been 
built in 1854. 

Cllr Martin Terry, executive council¬ 
lor for housing, planning and regulato¬ 
ry services, said: “The collapse of the 
Bell Hotel comes as a devastating blow 
to Leigh’s architectural heritage and the 
tireless efforts of many local people 
over the past decade to preserve its role 
within the town. 

“However, in light of the immediate 
danger that the collapse of the building 
posed to the public on Wednesday, I 
would like to thank the emergency ser¬ 
vices and council’s building control and 
highways officers for their swift action 
in closing the road and ensuring neigh¬ 
bours remained out of harm’s way.” 

In a formal statement released by the 
council on Tuesday, Cllr Terry said that 
although investigations were ongoing, 
there was no indication of breaches in 
planning control relating to the collapse. 

He added: “We are also working with 
the HSE as part of their investigations. 


although at this stage we are not aware 
of any breach of planning control. 

“We continue to work with the devel¬ 
opers to ensure any future proposals for 
the site are brought forward with imag¬ 
ination and vision. 

“We must ensure any new building on 
this site contributes at least as much to 
the town’s heritage as we have lost from 


its demise. 

“Luckily, we are well placed to achieve 
this. We have an expert team of planners 
who have just been named ‘local author¬ 
ity planning team of the year’ by the 
Royal Town Planners Institute, and who 
have advised the applicant to submit a 
revised planning application to rebuild 
the structure on the site. 


“We are confident together we can 
give Leigh Hill a new landmark as a 
lasting legacy of the Bell.” 

Hutton Construction had been reno¬ 
vating the landmark hotel within the 
Leigh conservation area on behalf of 
developer Ben Levy. Leigh Hill, Leigh 
Park Road and New Road have 
remained closed to traffic.

Police hunt for suspect following armed robbery 


POLICE have released an e-fit image 
of a man wanted in connection with an 
armed robbery. 

Two men tried to smash their way 
into a house on Stone Hill Road, Leigh 
on Sea, with an axe. 

The victim, aged 44, told police the 
pair had knocked on his door at rough¬ 


ly 9pm on Sunday, November 15. 

They asked for somebody he hadn’t 
heard of and demanded money and 
tried to force their way into his home. 

When he closed the door, they hit it 
with an axe and smashed a glass pane 
before running off 
The first robber was black, aged 16 


to 20, roughly 6'0” tall, slim, and had a 
goatee beard. 

He wore a padded jacket and is 
depicted in the police e-fit, left. 

The second attacker was white, aged 
16 to 20, roughly 5'8” and of ‘slight’ 
build. 

He had short, light-brown hair and 


wore a grey hooded top, with a black 
and grey scarf over his head. 

Police have urged anyone who recog¬ 
nises the man in the e-fit or who has 
any other information on the crime to 
call Southend police station on 101, or 
call Crimestoppers anonymously on 
0800 555111.

Police misconduct

POLICE officers in Essex 
have been investigated over 
alleged sexual assault, racism, 
homophobia and ‘breaching’ 
of computer systems. 

The allegations were con¬ 
tained in a quarterly Essex 
Police misconduct report, 
presented to chief constable 
Stephen Kavanagh by the 
Force’s Professional Standards 
Department. 

The document, cleared for 
release in late November, 
revealed that between April 
and June this year, 333 com¬ 
plaints were filed against offi¬ 
cers, and a further 54 were 
made about staff members. 

They included one allegation 
of sexual assault, 25 allega¬ 
tions of assault and seven 
claims of ‘irregularity in 
evidence’ or ‘perjury’. 

Seven officers and two staff 
members were accused of 
‘improper disclosure of infor¬ 
mation’ and there were 25 alle¬ 
gations of ‘oppressive conduct’. 

The document stated, as of 
June 30, there were 11 ongo¬ 
ing investigations into report¬ 
ed ‘discriminatory behaviour’. 

The Force was subject to 
five claims of racism, one 
claim of religious discrimina¬ 
tion and two claims of homo¬ 
phobia. 

The other three claims 
alleged discrimination on 
grounds of mental health, dis¬ 
ability and gender. 


In the same period, 20 offi¬ 
cers were sanctioned after 
complaints against them were 
upheld. 

They included an inspector 
and two detective constables 
who received ‘management 
action’ for breaching search- 
and-seizure rules, and eight 
constables, two sergeants and 
one staff member who were 
sanctioned for ‘neglect of 
duty’. 

Two officers were sacked 
after making false entries in a 
domestic violence report. 

The report revealed details 
of several ‘significant’ new 
allegations made against the 
Force between April and June. 

One officer has been sus¬ 
pended from duty following 
an allegation of ‘inappropriate 
contact with a witness’. 

Another officer was placed 
on restricted duties while he 
was under investigation over 
alleged ‘inappropriate contact 
with females’. 

A criminal investigation was 
also launched after an officer 
‘was found to have breached 


police computer systems with¬ 
out a valid policing purpose’. 

A further officer was arrest¬ 
ed, bailed and suspended from 
duty following a ‘domestic 
abuse incident’. 

A section in the report about 
ongoing complaints revealed 
an officer faced a misconduct 
hearing over their use of force 
and a special chief inspector 
received a final warning for 
‘verbally abusing members of 
the public, having identified 
himself as an officer’. 

A special constable resigned 
while subject to an investiga¬ 
tion over alleged indecent 
conduct. 

Another special constable - 
who cannot be named due to 
a court gagging order - was 
charged with abusing his 
position after being arrested 
by the Metropolitan Police 
over an alleged ‘inappropri¬ 
ate relationship with a minor 
in the course of the officer’s 
civilian occupation’. 

Between April and June, 
seven per cent of finalised 
complaints were marked 
‘proven’ or ‘upheld’, while a 
further 26 per cent were ‘not 
proven’. 

Fifteen per cent were ‘with¬ 
drawn’, nine per cent were 
‘disapplied’ and 44 per cent 
were ‘locally resolved’. 

In the same period, 39 
certificates of merit and 17 
commendations were handed 
to the Force’s officers, along¬ 
side two awards from the 
Royal Humane Society.

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You don’t to have a particular 
faith to enjoy going to church. 
Visiting a parish church or 
chapel offers you the chance to 
walk into a place that has been 
at the heart of its community 
for decades, even centuries. 

History is literally carved 
into their furniture and 
stonework and, amid the 
excitement of Christmas; 
churches also offer calm 
respite from the excesses of 
the festive season. 

The hamlet of Bures on the 
Essex/Suffolk border can also 
claim to be one of the most 


important sites in English his¬ 
tory. On Christmas Day in 
855, Edmund was crowned 
King of the Angles at ‘Burva’, 
what is now believed to be 
Bures. The site of Edmund’s 
coronation was an ancient 
royal hill, upon which now 
stands St Stephen’s Chapel. 

Intrepid visitors to the now 
disused chapel will be reward¬ 
ed for seeking it out. Lying 
about a mile outside the vil¬ 
lage and accessed via a track 
through Fysh House Farm, the 
chapel contains the effigies of 
three Earls of Oxford, the only

survivors of twenty-one tombs 
once found at Earls Colne 
Priory. 

Experts have speculated that 
there are actually not three but 
seven monuments that make 
up what can be seen today. The 
confusion in trying to piece 
together the tombs was proba¬ 
bly caused by the destruction 
of the original Priory during 
the Reformation. 

You can continue Edmund’s 
story at St Andrews in 
Greensted. 

This is the oldest wooden 
church in the world and is 
believed to be where the body 
of the martyred King Edmund 
body was rested on its journey 
to Suffolk in 870 AD. 

Fans of the current BBC2 
series The Last Kingdom will 
recall that St Edmund was 
beaten and then shot with 
arrows, after St Sebastian, by 
invading Danish Vikings. 
Dating from the 11th century, 
the wooden walls of this tiny 
church were already standing 
when William the Conqueror 
landed at Hastings in 1066. 

However there are traces of 
earlier foundations beneath the 
present ones, giving credence 
to the story about St Edmund. 

The brickwork of the chancel 
and sanctuary is from Tudor 
times, and the tower from the 
17th century. The ancient 
grave slab on the right of the 
porch is thought to mark a cru¬ 
sader's grave. For more ideas

Cop dismissed

A POLICE officer has been 
sacked for ‘gross misconduct’ 
over a bungled rape case. 

PC Mark Smith (badge 
73323) was fired on Thursday 
after a misconduct hearing at 
Basildon Magistrates Court. 

Deputy Chief Constable Julia 
Wortley chaired the meeting 
and ruled that PC Smith had 
breached professional stan¬ 
dards of honesty, integrity, 
duties and responsibilities. 


She said he had engaged in 
‘ discreditable conduct’. 

Essex Police said Smith, from 
the Harlow and Loughton 
Local Policing Team, was 
called to a disturbance in 
Harlow on January 10, where a 
rape allegation was made. 

Although he made an arrest 
at the scene. Smith ‘failed to 
deal with the allegation of rape 
and subsequently did not fol¬ 
low force policy around the 
handling of sexual offences’. 

He was dismissed without 
notice after yesterday’s hearing. 


Deputy Chief Constable 
Wortley said: "PC Smith failed 
to fulfil his duties towards a 
vulnerable woman who dis¬ 
closed she had been the victim 
of a serious crime. 

"The officer acted without 
honesty and integrity, which 
are fundamental values that 
police officers need to uphold 
to maintain public confidence. 

"The public can be reassured 
that there is no place in Essex 
Police for people who breach 
the standards of professional 
behaviour in this way."

The Phantom of Fobbing 


N othing lasts forever. To this 
day, home owners are finding 
and removing tiny bottles of 
urine and hair, hidden in the walls of 
old Fobbing houses hundreds of 
years ago to keep out bad spirits. 

I oan’t vouoh for the power of 
witohoraft, but admit to feeling it, 
having walked to a phantom water¬ 
way from Pitsea Station, on Tuesday. 

Fobbing Creek was dyked and 
drained after the 1953 great flood 
olaimed 58 lives at Canvey. 

The tidal ohannel onoe servioed the 
port at the end of what is now Mr 
and Mrs Stubbs’ sunken garden, in 
Wharf Road. 

Hiking the seawall, spirits of a nauti- 
oal past fill my head. Bullrushes bend 
in the waterless, windy shallows, and 
I imagine Thames Barges floating up 
oreek towards St Miohael’s Churoh. 
Like an itoh on an amputated leg, the 
trappings of tide, flood the suboon- 
soious of the land, helped by the faot 
that this is still salt marsh. 

Male dragonflies - blood-red with 
autumn rage - fliok around the sloes 
and hawthorn like tired, old men 
looking for a warm plaoe to rest 
before dying. Yellow ragwort runs 
over the pasture that has grown thiok 
in the silt. Brown hares and pheas¬ 
ants zig-zag behind mounds that 
were once home to crabs and bass.

Walking east from Wharf Road, the 
nearest waterline is a 1.4-mile hike. 
Dumper-trucks bleep from Pitsea 
Tip, reversing on the easterly breeze 
from across Hole Haven Creek. The 
towers of DP World Port and the 
Shell Haven refinery climb to the 
south. A man-made edgeland: 
where wild meets west. 

Strings of pylon carry power north¬ 
east to Hockley, their ugliness paci¬ 
fied by thousands of noisy starlings 
roosting in the steel as the sun falls 
over London. There is the still the 
‘super’ and ‘natural’, about Fobbing 
Creek. More so now perhaps;

Speak up

SO on November 25 the Task 
and Finish Group concluded 
its deliberations on the Draft 
New Local Plan. 

After almost two years’ 
deliberation, the proposal put 
forward by the head of the 
group, Cllr Norman Smith and 
seconded by Cllr Jeff Stanley, 
is that the Task and Finish 
Group concluded: 
“Recommendation to send the 
Plan back to full council to 
vote.” 

Just that. No explanation. 

This gives the misleading 
impression that the Task and 
Finish Group found the plan 
sound. 

The truth is very different. 

So why are the T and F send¬ 
ing this back to full council, 
and what were its findings? 

Answer - it is unable to 
come to any agreement on any 
aspect of the DNLP. 

Green belt being a legitimate 
constraint and the enormity of 
opposition by the public being 
another constraint, the Task 
and Finish Group was unable 
to agree on approving develop¬ 
ment on any of the green belt 
sites, other than one - a 
Nursing Home on Canvey 
Island. 

In addition, Canvey council¬ 
lors could not approve devel¬ 
opment on flood risk areas or 
development near hazardous 
sites 

Lack of infrastructure, con¬ 
gested roads and lack of co¬ 


operation from Essex County 
Council Highways were also 
contentious issues. 

Thank heavens for Cllr Bill 
Dick and Cllr Paul Varker, 
who proposed and seconded 
new wording in the “recom¬ 
mendation” (to return the plan 
to full council) , stating that 
the T and F group were unable 
to agree because of green belt 
and other constraints. 

It was clear that Cllr Smith 
and Cllr Stanley were trying to 
suppress this “small detail” 
and were clearly perturbed at 
the insistence that the wording 
be changed. 

It is also not lost on us that 
the vote is being forced before 
the Jotmans Farm inquiry 
decision, early next year. 

Why the rush to get the Draft 
New Local Plan approved by 
full council? Could it be the 
council is afraid that a deci¬ 
sion by inspectors to refuse 
development on Jotmans Farm 
because it is the green belt, 
might influence any decisions 
by councillors to approve a 
local plan which releases 
green belt for development? 

We implore residents to 
lobby their ward councillors 
not to approve this disastrous 
plan. 

Approval of this plan would 
result in a huge loss of green 
belt; an influx of new people; 
a huge increase in cars on our 
already congested roads; 
added pressure on health ser¬ 
vices and schools; years of 
construction traffic thundering 
through and tearing up our 
neighbourhoods and a link 
road into High Road, Benfleet 
at Jotmans Lane, which will 


bring overflow traffic from the 
A130 Canvey Way into 
Benfleet. 

If local people don’t speak 
up now, it will be too late. 

The vote is on Wednesday, 
December 9 at the council 
offices. Kiln Road. 

Please, come along to watch 
your councillors vote.

PrimeTime film review 



What a monster! 


VICTOR FRANKENSTEIN 
(12A, 110 mins) 


I N her 1818 novel 
Frankenstein, Mary 
Shelley paints a vivid por¬ 
trait of a wretched monster, 
whose "unearthly ugliness 
rendered it almost too horri¬ 
ble for human eyes". 

Scottish director Paul 
McGuigan's clunky reworking 
of the Gothic masterpiece, 
which recounts man's ill-fated 
meddling with Mother Nature 
from the perspective of 
Frankenstein's assistant Igor, 
is a similarly lifeless and 
unappealing mess. 

The disfigured, snivelling 
servant doesn't feature in 
Shelley's haunting text but 
was popularised by 
Hollywood in the 1930s and 
1940s. 

As played here by Daniel 
Radcliffe, Igor is a kind- 
hearted circus clown, who 
pledges his loyalty to Dr 
Frankenstein in return for lib¬ 
eration from a life of bullying 
and brutality. 

He isn't a hunchback at 
all, but a victim of a nasty 
bulging abscess beside the 
10th vertebrae, which is 
drained of puss in stomach- 
churning close-up as a cen¬ 
trepiece of the film's pedes¬ 
trian first half. 

The fraternal bond 


between scientific master 
and much-abused whelp is 
one of the more interesting 
aspects of Max Landis' mis¬ 
guided and misfiring script. 

Alas, it's not sufficiently 
developed ahead of a 
cacophonous second act 
replete with flashes of light¬ 
ing and the birth of a 
homunculus, patched 
together from stolen organs 
and body parts. 

Victor Frankenstein (James 
McAvoy) is a student at the 
Royal College Of Medicine 
with lodgings in the West 
End. 

During a visit to a circus run 
by sadistic ringmaster 
Barnaby (Daniel Mays), Victor 
encounters a lowly clown 
(Radcliffe) with a burning pas¬ 
sion for anatomy. 

A bond is forged and 
Victor rescues the clown 
from his cage and asks the 
performer to become his 
assistant under the guise of 
his morphine-addicted flat¬ 
mate, Igor Straussman. 

Together, they blaze a trail 
in medical science by har¬ 
nessing the power of elec¬ 
tricity to reanimate dead 
flesh. 

"I am of the strong belief 
that death can be made a 
temporary condition," gush¬ 
es Victor. 

Success emboldens 


Frankenstein and the stu¬ 
dent dares to create a fully 
formed being with support 
from a wealthy patron called 
Finnegan (Freddie Fox). 

Meanwhile, Igor fans the 
flames of a fledgling 
romance with a circus acro¬ 
bat Lorelei (Jessica Brown 
Findlay) and God-fearing 
Inspector Roderick Turpin 
(Andrew Scott) vows to 
bring down Victor for mock¬ 
ing his religion. 

"You toy with wrathful 
forces and there's no mercy 
in nature," growls the police 
officer. 

Victor Frankenstein lum¬ 
bers and lurches rather like 
the monstrosity that the title 
character jolts to life with a 
bolt of from the heavens. 

Radcliffe and McAvoy are 
an awkward double-act; the 
former stilted and earnest, 
the latter wide-eyed and 
manic. 

Scott verges on uninten¬ 
tional hilarity as a man of 
faith, undone by the grief of 
losing his wife. 

"Something reeks here - 
reeks of an evil, sinful mis¬ 
chief," he cackles as the 
police investigation gathers 
pace. 

Lamentably, he's right. 
Victor Frankenstein stinks.

Q. We’ve all 
experienced 
property deals 
going wrong - or 
heard about them 
from others. 

What’s your take 
on this, as an 
agent? 

A. Well, I personally 
think that as an industry 
we need to shape up and 
start calling a spade a 
spade. The fact is that the 
majority of deals “go 
wrong” through no fault of 
the agent, but because 
one or other of the two 
principals involved - ie, the seller and the 
buyer - simply change their minds for one 
reason or another! 

Another big issue is the lack of 
transparency on the part of some vendors. 
For too long, some clients have been 
unforthcoming on a whole variety of 
matters - even including the actual 
ownership of the property they want to sell! 
This might sound crazy, but quite often an 
agent will belatedly discover that in fact 
there is a joint owner, or the property 
concerned actually belongs to a relative! 
I’m not suggesting this is deliberate 
deception - it’s far more likely to be simple 
lack of knowledge or understanding. 
Nevertheless, it’s worth remembering that 
agents can only sell a property on behalf of

the registered owners - 
unless there is a Power of 
Attorney. 

Full disclosure at the 
outset of any other issues 
relating to the property - 
for example, public rights 
or way or restrictive lease 
clauses - is equally vital. 
Buyers’ solicitors and 
surveyors will soon 
discover any problems in 
any case, but it’s far better 
if the agent knows 
everything, warts and all, 
right from the start. Then 
we can forewarn buyers - 
indeed, it is our legal duty 
to do so. 

Needless to say, another 
huge stumbling block is 
price. Naturally, everyone 
wants the best price possible, but all too often 
this simply plays into the hands of agents who 
are prepared to wildly over-value, just to win 
the instruction. In the process, the sensible 
price put forward by a more experienced agent 
will be rejected, to the detriment of the sale. 
Working with a knowledgeable, professional 
and above all honest agent can and will make 
all the difference. They are on your side. If and 
when they call a spade a spade, they are 
helping you. So, always give your agent the full 
story - however unpalatable. If the agent is 
worth their salt and their fee, they will give you 
great advice on how to handle the issues that 
come up, offering specialist services where 
necessary, so you get the desired outcome - a 
move!

Mid-life makeover refreshes VW Jetta 



By Enda Mullen 


THE Jetta has always been a somewhat for¬ 
gotten and overlooked member of the 
Volkswagen family. 

Sitting somewhere between the Golf and 
the Passat it oould easily be dismissed as 
simply a saloon version of the Golf. 

While it hasn’t been around as long as 
Volkswagen’s long-serving hatohbaok, the 
Jetta is hardly a newoomer. It’s been avail¬ 
able in some form or other sinoe 1979, albeit 
with a few name ohanges along the way. 

The Jetta does share its underpinnings 
with the Golf, so oomparisons with it are 
expected. 

Despite that common ground, in reality the 
Jetta is very much a scaled-down Passat, 
though to be fair it does have its own dis¬ 
tinct identity and it’s not a bad looking com¬ 
pact saloon. 

The current incarnation of the Jetta is the 
result of a mid-life makeover that refreshes 
rather than radically overhauls the car. 

The main changes are styling enhance¬ 
ments front and rear, including a more eye¬ 
caching grille and trim revisions which offer 
more variety and equipment. 

The latest Jetta also benefits from 
Volkswagen’s fuel-efficient BlueMotion tech¬ 
nology across the range. The cabin is roomy 
and pleasant and has a suitably upmarket 
feel to it thanks to Volkswagen’s high quality 
fixtures and fittings and attention to detail. 


The build quality is as sturdy as one would 
expect - another VW trademark. 

The instrumentation and switchgear also 
exude an essence of quality - soft touch 
plastics abound and everything is wonderful¬ 
ly intuitive and easy to use. 

Engine-wise there’s a raft of petrol and 
diesel options to choose from. 

Volkswagen’s 2.0-litre diesel engine might 
have been the subject of much scrutiny and 
criticism of late with the ongoing emissions 
saga but there’s no disputing it’s a capable 
performer - smooth, refined and potent in 
equal measure. 


Combined with Volkswagen’s proven DSC 
automatic gearbox it makes for a car that 
can deliver decent performance and every¬ 
day usability. 

It’s one of the reasons diesel cars have 
done so well and this one will complete the 
0-60mph sprint in under nine seconds while 
at the same time boasts a combined fuel 
economy figure of more than 60mpg. 

Opt for a manual and economy is closer to 
70mpg. 

It handles well too, feeling sharp, agile and 
poised, with just enough of a hint of wolf in 
sheep’s clothing for what is essentially a fair¬ 


ly standard family car. A comfortable and 
cosseted ride adds to the overall driving 
experience. While most families tend to opt 
for traditional hatchbacks, or the ever 
increasing crop of crossovers in all their 
shapes and sizes, the Jetta offers a tempt¬ 
ing alternative. 

While it doesn’t have hatch back-style seat 
folding versatility it has a whopping 510 litres 
of boot space - 130 litres more than a Golf. 

All models, S, SE and GT come generously 
equipped and include DAB digital radio, ESC 
electronic stability control, electric windows 
and air conditioning. 

The Jetta’s relative anonymity is arguably 
one of its strengths. 

If the idea of a car that isn’t two-a-penny 
on UK roads appeals then it comes close to 
ticking all the boxes and is good value for 
money too.
